The I*afe Warren Colbnrn. 


To the Editor of th« SBKTINKL : 


With no purpose of writing an 


eulogy upon the late Wairen Colburn, 
the writer yet wishes.to boar this 
slight testimony to hia.worth and abil- 
ities. It wai not my fortune to be 
among hia intimate personal friends, 
or to be in any way closely connected 
with any of them; but I feel it to be 
due to his memory to state the convic- 
tions with which he impressed me 
when he first came to Fort Wayne as 
the chief engineer of the Wabash 
road. He was at that time (1853) ap- 
parently about twenty-five years of 
age, and, as I thought then and think 
now, the best-looking man, and of the 
nobleat bearing and presence any where 
to be aeon. His physique was formed 
on the perfect model, and body and 
aoul seemed blended in perfect har- 
mony. 
Not Bolingbroke himself, 


when he went abroad in- tho street, 
more certainly drewafter him theeyea 
of bystanders than did Warren Colburn 
But after all.it was the strength and 
vigor of his intellect rather than the 
charming grace of his manner, strong 
as this was. that most impressed those 
who had anything to do with him. 
He seemed always equal to an emer- 
gency. 
He could do more useful 


things, and do them all well, with less 
apparent effort than any man I ever 
knew. Standing among the foremost 
of his own profession, if not the very 
foremost in it, he seemed at the same 
time to be the peer of the ablest in 
moat of the others also. Talk with 
him of any construction and before 
you knew of it, he would, without 
other implements than his pocket 
pencil ana a alip of paper, give you a 
fair working sketch of it.

him with what men you would his 
wai the mind thnt guided or led them 
all—the power behind the throne, 
greater than the .throne itself. He 
aeemed never to forget anything.

time the like absence of anything that 
chilled or 'repelled by its severity. 
The humblest wiper.ou tho road, 
could, if need he, approach him with 
the same confidence of H just hearing 
as the chief of his suborinates. In 
fact he attracted*equally "all sortsand 
conditions of men," aud was honored 
and beloved of all. 


Such were, in brief, my convictions 


Of him when I last saw him fifteen 
years ago; and when I heard of his 
death I then set to weave them into 
this chapter and lay it on his grave.
